THE GOVERNMENT BUILDING 
AT RALFIGHI, 


Major Hearne’s Superintendency— 
the Filort to Supplant Him—Cor.- 
respondence with the Secretary of 
the Treasury—the Political Fxpee 
diency of the Measure—Settle, 
Keogh, smith and Others Moving 
On their Plattorm for 1876. 


Determined, on resuming our la~ 
bors after the holidays, to get at the 
facts in regard to the Superinten- 
deney of the Government Building 
in this city, with which Superinten- 
deney Rumor has been busy for the 
past week, we yesterday visited Major 
Wm. A. Hearne, the present Super- 
intendent, for that purpose. We 
found him confined to his room, quite 
feeble and emaciated, having lost be- 
tween sixty and seventy pounds, and 
suffering from acute rheumatism of 
the head and shoulders, chest and 
back, 

Stating the object of our visit to be 
lo give the public the benefit of the 
truth in the matter, Major Hearne 
said the first intimation he received 
that an attempt was being made to 
supercede him came on the 15th inst., 
greatly to his suprise, as the Depart- 
mentat Washington bad always ex- 
pressed great satisfaction with his 
mManavement on the building. He 
pretty soon ascertained who the con- 
spirators against him were, and de- 
Vined the eharges to be the old ery, 
“employing Democrats!" 

On the l7th inst. he sent to the 
Secretary of Treasury his resignation, 
in the following words: ‘1 hereby 
tender my resignation as Superin- 
tendent of the work.

PATAL AFFRAY IN CHAR- 


LOTTE. 


One Negro Killed and Eight or Ten 
Wounded, 


Rumors of a serious conflict or riot 
in Charlotte on Saturday reached 
bere Sunday evening, but owing to 
the suspension of the Observer for the 
holidays, we received the first au- 
thentic information of the difficulty 
yesterday evening from the Democrat 
ahd Southern Home. Says the Dem- 
ocrdl ; 


For the first time in the past 25 
years a very serious and fatal affray 
occurred in this city on Christmas 
afternoon, in which over 100 whites 
and blacks were engaged. Thescene 
was Trade and College streets and at 
the Square where those streets cross. 

We have endeavored to get the 
facts as to the origita of the diffleulty, 
and what westate (as priefas possible) 
we think is-correet. Policeman Joe 
Ori informs us thatearly in the after- 
noon he found a white man from the 
country pbamed Tom Wilson, drunk, 
and engaged in a wrangle with sev- 
eral druuken uegroes. Mr. Orr took 
hold of Wilson and started off with 
him, at the same time ordering the 
negroes to stand back and let Wilson 
alone as he would take him off. Sev- 
eral vegroes continued to follow, 
taunting Wilson and making threats, 
and finally they began throwing rocks 
at both Wi'son and Policeman Orr— 
one Knocking Wiison off his mule 
and another striking the Policeman 
on the leg, painful wound. 
After Wilson was being led off'a ne- 
gro man ran up behind bim and bit 

im on the back of the bead or neck 
with a rock. 

After it was seen that the ne roes 
continued to assail Wilson and inter: 
fere with the policeman, several 
white men went forward and eudeave 
ored to drive back the negroes, when 
they (the whites) were assailed with 
a shower of rocks. Soon afterwards 
an indiscriminate firing of pistols 
commenced and continued until about 
30 sbots had been fired. At the close 
of the firing it was found that a ne- 
gro from the country, named hep- 
pard Johnson, was killed, and eight 
or ten others wounded. The man 
who was killed was considered the 
leader of the negroes and is said to 
have been a bad man. He it was 
who, early in the affray, made an un- 

rovoked assault on Mr. Chas. H. 

ims, on the sidewalk, and after- 
wards got in the middle of the street 
and threw rocks. 

By the interference of some gentle- 
men the combatants were separated 
and the crowd dispersed into little 
sqads in various directious, 

Our account of the unfor unate oe - 
currence is necessarily brief, as we 
write Monday morning just before 
going to press, but we believe that 
what we have said is strictly correct, 
for we get the information from 
Policeman Orr, who was for some 
time in the midst of the bat- 
tle, and from impressions made on 
us by viewing the fight from 
the platform in front of our ofs 
fice. We could plainly see the 
firing of pistols and throwing of 
rocks, but eould not tell the pames 
of the persons engaged. Policeman 
Orr is positive and decided in his 
statement that after he had arrested 
the drunken white man (Wilson,) 
several negro men followed and con- 
tinued to assail him, and refused to 
desist wheu he (the Policeman) sev- 
eral times ordered them to let the 
man alone ; and, he thinks, that was 
the cause of the fatal affray. 

Coroner Alexander began the in- 
quest over the dead man on Sunday 
and will continue it to-day. As the 
result of yesterday’s investigation, a 
Warrant Was issued for the arrest of 
a horse drover from Kentucky, Mr. 
Scott Faris, white. We do not Know 
that he has yet been found. 

There are a great many good-dis- 
posed colored men in this come 
munity, and there are many very bad 
ones. After the aftray we heard sev- 
eral negro men and women making 
violent threats of what they would 
do at night or hereafter, and we cail- 
ed the attention of Policeman Hailey 
to a squad of bad fellows, which he 
soon quieted. Notwithstanding all 
the vivlent threats of a few bad ne- 
groes, the streets were more quiet 
Saturday night than they have been 
for several years—but few persons 
were out, aud no disturbance of any 
sort occurred from the termination 
of the aflray in the afternoon of Sat- 
urday up to the present time, and we 
feel sure noother difficulties will 
oceur. 

The white people of this commnu- 
nity treat the colored people as we!l 
as they are treated anywhere in the 
world, and they are always willing 
to do them justice, but they had bet- 
ter understand now that they will 
nut be tolerated in threats, and will 
be sure to suffer in conflicts with the 
whites, Good men of both eolors 
are anxious to preserve the peace, 
and they much regret the occurrence 
of Saturday last.

Early on Saturday it was noticed 
that more than the usual degree of 
holiday drunkenness was prevalent, 
though as fire-works were not allow- 
ed, the rowdyism proceeded no far- 
ther than noisy shouting, cursing 
and swaggering on the sidewalks 
About 3 p. m., Thomas Wilson, a 
countryman, being under the influ- 
ence of liquor, pushed his way into 
a group of negroes, near the corner 
of Trade and Collece streets, pro- 
ducing a quarrel, after which he wus 
seen on the ground fighting witi one 
or more negroes. In the welce one 
Sheppard Johuson, colored, received 
a blow on the head, which drew 
blood, and so enraged him that he 
staggered to the pavementand seiz d 
Capt. Charles E!ims, who happened 
to passing. Themobof negroes 
gathered around, and several gen- 
tlemen started to assist Captain 
Elms, when a_ volley was por- 
ed into them by the negroes. 
Joho Faris, a “entucky horse deal- 
er, while riding down street, found 
himself a target for pistol practice, 
two balls mortaily wounding his 
horse. He then returned fire as did 
several other whites. The alarm 
apread fast—stores were shut—wo- 
men screamed— weapons were sought 
for, and recruits for both sides assem.- 
bled rapidly. “Shep’’ Johnson, 
blindly drunk, shouted for bis crowd 
to follow, threw up his arms and fell 
dead, shot through the heart. At this 
the negroes took to their heels, and 
Abdel Kores, at his best speed, 
could not have caught them. Seven 
negroes were wounded—oue badly. 
Another, Napoleon Pickenpack, got 


| a ball through the shoulder.

Whites, one was shot through the 
hand, and several received rock 
wounds. The negroes fired wildly, 
raking Trade street as far as Me- 
Aden’s drug store, lodging balls in 
the second story of the Central 


Hotel.
